Thank you for sending me copies of your August 10 profs notes to Buffy 
and Craig. As you know, Owen will be back from his vacation tomorrow and he 
will be available then to work on the presentation. 

If the thrust on this issue is coming from the White House, it may be 
appropriate, after presenting our case to the office of the U.S.T.R., that we write 
directly to the President and enlist support from those in Congress who can most 
effectively present our position.
